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Introduction

This  report  on  Montana's  animal  species  of  concern  is  the  first  to  be  issued 
jointly  by  the  Montana  Fish  Wildlife  and  Parks  (MFWP)  and  the  Montana 
Natural  Heritage  Program  (MTNHP).  It  is  the  result  of  an  agreement 
between  MFWP  and  MTNHP  to  detennine  the  status  of  and  manage  the 
data  associated  with  Montana  Animal  Species  of  Concern.  Previously, 
separate  species  of  concern  lists  created  independently  by  MFWP  and 
MTNHP  caused  confusion  for  the  public  and  agency  personnel.  In  Novem- 
ber of  2000,  MFWP  and  MTNHP  agreed  to  create  one  list  of  Montana 
Animal  Species  of  Concern  to  alleviate  this  confusion.  Tlie  format  is 
consistent  with  previous  MTNHP  lists,  however  the  former  Watch  List  has 
been  replaced  by  two  new  categories  to  further  define  the  knowledge  of 
these  species  status.  These  are  Species  of  Potential  Concern  for  species 
for  which  population  trends  indicate  a  decline,  and  Species  on  Review  for 
species  needing  additional  data  to  determine  their  current  status. 

The  list  and  ranks  assigned  to  animal  species  of  concern  in  Montana  are 
used  to  prioritize  data  acquisition  by  MTNHP  and  MFWP  and  to  provide 
information  to  others  on  the  current  status  of  these  species.  The  listings 
were  developed  by  the  Montana  Animal  Species  of  Concern  Committee, 
which  includes  staff  of  MTNHP  and  MFWP,  representatives  of  the  Mon- 
tana Chapter  of  the  Wildlife  Society  and  the  Montana  Chapter  of  the 
American  Fisheries  Society,  and  biologists  with  knowledge  of  specific  taxa. 
Inclusion  on  the  list  is  based  on  information  in  the  scientific  literature, 
unpublished  reports,  agency  databases,  field  research,  and  field  inventories. 
This  information  comes  from  a  variety  of  cooperating  local,  state,  and 
federal  agencies,  private  organizations  and  businesses,  academic  research- 
ers, and  interested  individuals. 

This  list  is  dynamic  and  is  periodically  revised  as  new  data  becomes 
available.  Changes  from  the  previous  edition  (Roedel  1999)  are  under- 
lined and  bolded  for  quick  reference.     Re\  isions  are  produced  annualh 
This  publication  is  available  from  MTNHP  or  electronically  on  the  MTNHP 
home  page  at  http://nhp.nris.state.mt.us.

Species  have  been  evaluated  and  ranked  on  the  basis 
of  their  global  (range-wide)  status,  and  their  statevvide 
status,  using  the  standardized  ranking  system  of  the 
Natural  Heritage  Network  (Association  for  Bio- 
diversity Information  2001). 

Species  are  assigned  ranks  ranging  from  1  (highest 
concern)  to  5  (lowest  concern).  Rank  definitions  are 
given  below. 


Rank  Definition 

Gl  SI  Critically  imperiled  because  of  extreme 
rarity  or  because  of  some  factor  making 
especially  vulnerable  to  extinction. 

G2    S2       Imperiled  because  of  rarity  or  because  of 
other  factors  demonstrably  making  it 
very  vulnerable  to  extinction  throughout 
its  range. 

G3    S3       Either  very  rare  and  local  throughout  its 
range,  or  found  locally  (even  abundantly 
at  some  of  its  locations)  in  a  restricted 
range,  or  vulnerable  to  extinction 
throughout  its  range  because  of  other 
factors.

Accidental  in  the  state;  including  species

A  number  of  factors  are  considered  when  assigning 
ranks  including  the  number,  size,  and  distribution  of 
known  populations,  trends  (if  known),  habitat  sensitiv- 
ity, and  life  history  factors  which  make  species  espe- 
cially vulnerable.  For  example,  the  Black-backed 
Woodpecker  (Picoides  arcticus),  G5  /  S3,  is  demon- 
strably secure  range-wide  but  is  found  locally  within 
a  restricted  range  in  Montana.
